WilliamA.Eddy, at Bayonne, X.J., 


has completed, in a measure, his tests 
of the reflecting power ofmirror sun- 
flashes 
as compared with sunlit 'and 


cloud-shaped 
snow. 
As a result

recent !'experiments 'Eddy found'that 
mirrorsun flashes 
were about fourteen 


times as bright as cloud-shaped snow 
and eight times as bright 
as 
sunlit 


snow. 
Previous 
experiments 
showed 


that sunlit snow was only about twice 
as bright as snow shadowed by clouds 
of ordinary density. 
Eddy considers 


these 
experiments 
important in that 


they bear upon the visibilityof army 
signals 
from snow-capped 
mountain 


peaks. 
The test of the relative light- 


ingpowers was made by taking a six- 
teen-candle-power oil lamp held close 
toa sheet ofpaper, the center ofwhich 
had been made semi-transparent 
by oil. 


The test was to see how near orfar the 
lamp had to be held to the paper before 
its yellow glare was effaced by the 
whiteglare caused by the sunlit snow 
outside. 
Eddy thinks from these ex- 


periments that it is highly improbable 
that a light flash seen from Mars at 
Flagstaff, A. T., could have resulted 
fromthe sudden lighting up with sun 
rays orsnow whichhad been previously 
cloud shadowed. 
He calculates that, 


supposing 
the Martians 
to be using 


mirrors toreflect the light, it would be 
a stupendous undertaking to effect the 
result described. It wouldrequire mir- 
rors, he calculated, 
covering over 100 


square miles to produce the shaft of 
light. 


Old Soldiers to Colonize. 


The founding of a great co-operative 


agricultural colony ofoldsoldiers, which 
is expected to have a membership of 
21,000 and to occupy a large tractofland 
inOklahoma, is the object of an organi- 
zation, the articles for which are to be 
filed. The corporation willinclude the 
veterans 
of Illinois, Indiana, lowa, 


Ohio, Kansas, Nebraska, Missouri and 
South Dakota. 
The scheme is already 


so faradvanced that options have been 
assured on 80,000 acres of land. . Acom- 
mittee of seven willbe in charge of the 
colony, one fromeach state represented. 
There is no expectation ofprofit by any 
individual,it being provided that any 
gains shall gointo the general treasury. 
Ten thousand shares are issued at $25 
each, and allhave been taken by veter- 
ans who want to improve their condi- 
tion and secure 
homes iv the new 


country. Itis the intention tolay out 
a city inthe center ofthe colony, which 
willbe established in the eastern part 
ofthe territory. .The rest of the land is 
tobe cut up into farms of areas easy to 
handle. 
Nomember willbe permitted 


to hold less than five acres nor more 
160 acres. 
Alternate lots in the city 


and tracts of land in the colony willbe 
held for future sale to desirable new- 
comers, the proceeds to go intoa com- 
mon fund. Mr.P. H. Fitzgerald, the 
Indianamember of the committee, says 
that most 
of the 
21,000 prospective 


members willbe on the ground by De- 
cember 
next, preparing 
to improve 


theirproperty.

Medicalcircles in New York are ex- 


citedover the discovery of ayoung Rus- 
sian physician, M. Mmm, regarding 
the curative properties of blue light. 
Struck 
by a common notion among 


Russian peasantry 
that a sick person 


on whom the sunlight 
falls through 


blue glass feels relief from pain, Mmm 
began an elaborate 
series 
of experi- 


ments, and he now publishes the result 
in the leading medical journal of St. 
Petersburg. 
Mmm used an electric 


light through various shades of blue 
and violet gla3s. 
He demonstrated 


that in particular classes of nerve dis- 
orders and inneuralgia of the face blue 
rays alleviate acute pain. He also con- 
ducted 
successful 
experiments 
with 


cases ofinternal hemorrhage. 
Mmm 


uses an ordinary sixteen-candle-power 
100-volt electric 
lamp, the light of 


which falls through pieces of ordinary 
blue glass. 
The length of time during 


which the patient is exposed to the 
lightvaries from ten to fifteen minutes.

Adispatch from Hasvogel Kop says 
that General De Wet escaped 
north- 
ward by a forced march with 400 men. 
Hisobjective isbelieved to be the vicin- 
ity of Kroonstadt. 
Four other Boer 


leaders 
are stillin the southwestern 
part of the Orange River Colony. Now 
that Geneaal De Wet is back in his 
country it willbe almost impossible to 
operate against him. Just so soon as he 
is pressed his commando 
dissolves 
to 


meet again a few days later. 


The Germans, led by Captain Lede- 
buis, captured the Chung Shun pass be- 
tween the provinces ofChi-li-and Shan- 
si, after several hours' fighting. 
The 


result was brilliantly achieved by the 
Bavarian battalion, which marched 125 
miles from. Paoting-fu in four days 
through mountains and over difficult 
mule tracks. 
The Chinese held an ap- 


parently 
impregnable 
position on the 
wall at the highest point of the pass. 
They had several hundred troops and 
artilleryof every description. 
The Ger- 


mans attacked them with600 infantry 
and twohowitzers. The turningmove- 
ment, over an almost impassable 
coun- 


try,occupied seven hours and was very 
successful. 
The Chinese fled into the 
province of Shan-si, leaving at least 100 
dead and four Hotchkiss guns. 
The 
victory willhave an excellent moral ef- 
fectj as the Chinese believed that their 
fortified mountain belt was impene- 
trable. 


Colonel Ledebur's column stormed a 
gate of the great wall,eighty miles west 
ofPaotingfu, and captured three guns. 


CHINA. 


'John L.Fox, a private of Company 
A, Thirtieth Volunteer Infantry, who 
returned from Manila on the transport 
Hancock, spent half.the time in the 
Philippines as a prisoner in the hands 
of the Filipinos. From • January. 18, 
1899, until the Ist of September of the 
same year, young Fox was held by the 
semi-barbarous 
natives in mountain 


fastnesses, 
with no knowledge of his 
whereabouts nor of the intentions ofhis 
captors concerning his own disposition. 
He escaped several times, onlytobe re- 
captured again and 
threatened -with 
summary punishment if he again at- 
temped to get away. He had reason to 
believe that the threat might be carried 
out, for a fellowprisoner named John 
Kenney, fromIllinois,also a private of 
the Thirtieth, was deiiberatly shot by 
the Filipinosfor attempting to escape. 


Officers in charge of the recruiting 


service of the army are not meeting 
with the success 
that attended the en- 
listmentof two years ago in the volun- 
teer force provided 
for by Congress. 
That forceof 35,000 was raised in three 
months, an average ofmore than 10,000 
a month. 
Enlistment inFebruary un- 
der the Army reorganization 
act was 
less than 3000. 
At that rate itwould 
take nearly ayear tobring the army to 
the maximum of 100,000. 
Officials do 
not hope to raise the average above 5,- 
000. 
They say they do not want to en- 
list too rapidly, because ifthe 35,000 
men now required should be obained 
withintoo short a period they wouldall 
be going out at about the same time, 
in three years fromnow, when another 
reorganization 
wouldbe necessary. 


The transport Hancock, bearing the 
Thirtieth Infantry, made 
up almost 
whollyof men fromIllinoisand Michi- 
gan, reached San Francisco March 13, 
twenty-three 
days from Manila and 


sixteen days and ten hours from Na- 
gasaki. 
This time, whileabove the av- 
erage of the transports, was slow forthe 
Hancock, which, while known as the 
Arizona, was one of the speed wonders 
of the Atlantic.

On the second day wepassed through 


the BigTree Grove, and here we had a 
striking object lesson on tho necessity 
ofreservations. 
The outskirts of the 


originalgrove was a scene of horrible 
desolation, 
ruin and ugliness. 
The 


ground was strewed withthe mangled 
remains of once grand 
sequoias — 


each 


one the growth of thousands, 
of years. 
It was literallya slaughter pen. 
As we 


passed on, next came 
the reservation 
line, a.nd suddenly, as ifby magic, allis 
beauty and grandeur 
and delight. I 


know that much may be said in justi- 
fication of such butchery. It is true 
that forests were made for man, not 
man for forests; it is true that trees 
are - for human 
use. 
But there are 


aesthetic 
uses 
a.s 
well as commercial 


uses— uses, for the spiritual wealth of 
Iall, as wellas for the material wealth 
of some. Itmay be, indeed, that com- 
mercial uses must take precedence 
of 
all other 
uses; 
but even here is a 


rational as wellas a wasteful use, a use 
not only fornow, but for all time; not 
for this generation 
only, but for all 
generations. 
The forests are the prop- 
erty of the nation. 
Generation 
after 
generation passes, hut the national life 
continues. 
As the wise man differs 
from the foolchiollyjinthoughtful pro- 
vision for the future, so a nation is wise 
in proportion as it husbands 
its re- 
sources, and uses them insuch wise as 
to continue and increase 
them. 
Like 
the prodigal son, the nation has wasted 
his substance inriotous living, careless 
of the future, 
and only now, when 
nearly allis spent, is coming to himself 
and recognizing that 
trees also are a 
!crop worth cultivating. 


The BigTrees here do not occur in 
isolated groves 
consisting 
mainly of 
this species alone— as inMariposa and 
Calaveras —but 
are 
more, 
scattered 
among 
other competing 
species 
of 
conifers. 
But they are everywhere 


easily 
recognized 
by 
their 
smooth 
brownish 
yellow, nearly 
cylindrical 
trunks, limbless for one hundred to one 
hundred and fiftyfeet. 
Some of them 
inthis grove are magnificent spooimens. 
The General Grant is, \ think, 
the 
finestI 
have yet seen. 
It is certainly 
far more perfect and probably 
larger, 
too, than the Grizzly Giant of Mari- 
posa. , We find abundant evidence here 
that the species is not dying out, as 
many suppose, but is stillvigorous and 
successfully 
holding its own in the 
struggle 
for life with other 
species. 


Trees of all sizes and ages, fromsprout- 
ing seedlings, vigorous saplings, stately 
monarchs and decaying giants are seen 
on every side. Itis true that at one 
time, several 
millions of years 
asro, 


sequoias were far more abundant 
and 


diversifiedinspecies than they are how 
(more 
than fifty fossil 
species 
are 
.known) and also far more widely dif- 
,fused (they prevailed at that time all 
over 
tho 
northern 
part 
of North 
America and Eurasia.) Itis true that 
during the glacial period they 
were 
pushed southward by the rigor of. the 
climate far beyond their natural limits 
and all the 
species, destroyed except 


two, and tha.t those twoon tho rotreat 
of the ice-sheet were left stranded 
here 
linCalifornia alone— the Big Trees 
on 
;the slopes of the Sierra and the Red- 
wood on the Coast Range. It is true 
therefore that they are a mere remnant 
of what they wui-o] And it is this, in- 
deed, that invests them withso peculiar 
an interest; but where conditions are 
;favorable they yet have every appear- 
ance of abounding vitality.

Looks Ont For Smugglers. 


Especially 
the Man In Europe Who 


Ifthe coins of today are not so hand- 


some In the opinion of amateur collect- 
ors as those Issued by the first Napo- 
leon, they are superior to those of ei- 
ther of the Napoleons In the fact that 
itcosts less to make them. 
The double 


operation of the oxidation of the copper 
and cleaning It off the surface of the 
coin with acids Is no longer employed, 
and 
the Ilarge elimination of copper 


from the surface of the coins, formerly 
practiced, made them less resistant un- 
der wear and 
tear than are the coins 


now in circulation. 


The gold coins of today have a still 


warmer and deeper 
tinge of yellow. 


This is because 
the Paris mint, as well 


as that in London, melts the gold and 
the copper alloy Inhermetically sealed 
boxes, which prevents 
the copper from 


being somewhat bleached, as Italways 
is when It Is attacked by hot air. 
So 


the present 
coins have the full warm- 


ness of tint that a copper alloy can 
give. 


The coins of the era of Napoleon 111 


were more golden in hue. 
The silver 


had been taken out of the alloy. 


There Is a paleness about the yellow 


of the 10 and 
20 franc pieces which 


bear the effigies of Napoleon Iand 
Louis XVIIIthat Is not observed in 
the goldpleces 
of later mintage. 
One 


admirer of these coins speaks of their 
color as a "beautiful paleness" and ex- 
presses regret that Itis lacking Inlater 
coins. 
The explanation of It Is very 


simple. 
The alloy that entered into the 


French gold coins of those days con- 
tained as much silver as copper, and it 
was the silver that gave the coins their 
Vnterestlng paleness. 


Some time ago a Frenchman 
placed 


together a number of gold coins of 
French mintage of the beginning, mid- 
dle and end of the last century. 
He 


was much surprised to see that they 
differed Incolor. He set about finding 
out the reasons for this difference, and 
the results of his investigations have 
been published InLa Nature.

and Morgan 
knew 
when their rifles 


tpoke that he was up against 
the real 


thing." 


"Morgan, It must 
be 
remembered, 


made his whole raid with artillery and 
a wagon train, but he was not in Ohio 
to fight, and he demonstrated 
at once 


the ease with which a peaceful district 
may be invaded 
by a mobile column 


and at the same time the peril Involv- 
ed Insuch a venture. 
In a few days 


50,000 
militiamen 
were in the 
field 


against him. 
At first he played with 


these green 
soldiers, 
but at last they 


hung on his flanks, eager for fight as 
bulldogs. 
In the last days 
Hobson's 


men, 
who had followed Morgan 
for 


hundreds ofmiles through three states, 
closed Inon their old enemies 
with a 


gleefulness 
that exceeded 
anything of 


the kind 1 ever saw in the army, and 
Judah's 
men, closing in on the other 


side, settled the fate of the raiders. 


"Iremember," 
continued the major, 


"one case iv which a woman stabled 
her carriage horses 
in the parlor for 


two days to keep them out of Mor- 
gan's hands. Isaw Morgan's men ride 
by that house and saw some of them 
stop to listen at the unusual 
sound of 
horses' feet on a carpeted 
floor,but the 


parlor horses were not disturbed. Some 
of our neighbors 
drove their horses,* 


cattle and sheep 30 miles into the In- 
terior and were away from home a 
week. 
Morgan's men looted right and 


left, and some of them had bolts of 
calico strapped to-their saddles 
when 


they were captured. 


"The comedy of the raid was fur- 


nished by the people of the districts 
\u25a0wholly unused 
to war, wholly unpre- 


pared 
for it and 
with exaggerated 


ideas of the ferocity of Morgan's men. 
For two weeks it was only necessary 
for some 
mischievous 
boy to shout 
'Morgan is coming!' In any village in 
central or southern 
Ohio to create a 


panic. Iknow that many of the raiders 
after Morgan got no rest night or day, 
slept in the saddle, 
and not a few of 


them fell off their horses in sleep. 
At 


the end of the raid they 
wore as ex- 


hausted 
as Morgan's 
men. but with 


a more difficult task to perform they 
never received 
half the praise 
given 


to the raiders. 


"There was hard riding all the time 


for Morgan's men. 
They left behind 


them a wreckage 
of broken 
down 


horses. 
They kept ahead of their Un- 
ion pursuers 
simply because 
they stole 


horses 
right and left and remounted 


the men, but they were finally captur- 
ed, and that fall Ohio gave the war 
party the largest majority In the his- 
tory of the state up to that time. 
In 


fact, the Morgan raid, by carrying the 
war Into the peaceful districts of In- 
diana, and Ohio, provoked a furious 
feeling of 
resentment, 
which 
Influ- 


enced people for 20 years. 


"This was the most remarkable raid 
of the war. Itcarried panic and con- 
fusion into Ohio and Indiana, but in 
results it was of no benefit whatever 
to the Confederate cause. 
Morgan be- 
lieved that there would be an uprising 
in the Confederate 
Interest in Ken- 
tucky. 
There was not 
He believed 
that the peace 
Democrats 
in Ohio 


would give him at least secret support, 
but when his men stole the horses of 
the peace Democrats 
the latter joined 


the rauks of Morgan's 
pursuers, 
and 


before 
the raid . was half over the 


whole state 
was 
aroused, 
and men 


who had taken no Interest In the war 
previous to that time shonldered 
their 
squirrel rifles to fight the raiders who 
were stealing their horses 
and carry- 


ing the horrors of war to their very* 
doors. 


"Morgan, with a wellorganized 
bri- 


gade of cavalry 
4,000 
strong, 
swept 


northward from the Cumberland river 
through Kentucky to the Ohio river at 
Brandenberg, 
40 miles below Louis- 
ville. There he captured two steam- 
boats, crossed the river, swept through 
southern Indiana, galloped around Cin- 
cinnati, not more than ten miles from 
the city, and then moved eastward, 
expecting to cross 
the Ohio river at 
Bnffington, but was driven back, made 
another attempt at Wellsville, but was 
finally captured at New Lisbon. 


"Cavalry riding," said the major, "is 
exciting, but very exhausting business. 
Long distance 
raids in an enemy's 


country can be made only where there 
are a good many horses. 
John Morgan 


could 
never 
have 
made 
his

through Indiana and Ohio in 1863 If
